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Selectmens’ Report, 


To the tax payers of Rutland : 

Your Selectmen came into office upon the day the divi- 
sion of the town took effect. The first business that claim- 
ed our attention was the apportionment of the assets and 
diabilities of the old town. After several ineffectual at- 
tempts to agree with the Selectmen of the other towns, 
upon petition of the towns of Proctor and West Rutland, 
commissioners were appointed by Judge Taft, as provided 
in the acts of incorporation. We engaged eminent council 
and extended hearings were had and on October 1st, 1887, 
the commissioners made their report, which are printed 
elsewhere. Protests in behalf of Rutland were filed in 
every stage of the proceedings, on the grounds that the 
legislature has no constitutional right to provide for the 
transfer of property and compel this town to receive and 
part with property, in the way the act provided. The 
money which has been paid to the town under the award 
of the commissioners, was received under like protest. 

The provisions of the acts in regard to the apportionment 
of the assets and liabilities of the old town, added to an ex- 
cessive appraisal of the town hall property, worked great 
injustice upon the present town of Rutland. The appor- 
tionment was made as of March 1st 1887, but there was no 
provision for interest after that time, and the new towns 
had 30 days after the filing of the report within which to 
pay their share to Rutland. Here was eight months inter- 
est on the amounts paid by the new towns to Rutland 
which Rutland had to lose. 
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la the case of West Rutland there was a glaring defect 
in the method of apportionment provided in the act of 
incorporation. West Rutland’s proportion of jthe grand 
list of the old town was .1973 per cent, and it should equit- 
ably pay such a per cent of the liabilities and receive- the 
same per cent of the assets. But the act provided that the 
town hall property in Rutland Bhould be appraised and 
belong to Rutland, and the town farm and town hall prop- 
erties in West Rutland should be appraised and belong to 
West Rutland, and such appraisal be deducted from the ap- 
praisal of the town hall in Rutland and the balance deduct- 
ed from the total liabilities. 

As the town farm and town hall properties in West Rut- 
land were appraised at an aggregate of $9,828.25, West 
Rutland therefore received to that extent an equal amount 
of the assets with the town of Rutland, instead of about 
the one-fifth she ought to have received. This method of 
dividing the property cost the town, as figured out, the 
sum of $5,950.22, which ought to be replaced by West 
Rutland. 

It was stated that this was the method which was pro- 
posed by way of amendment to the original bill, by the at- 
torney who acted for the former Selectmen at a hearing 
before the legislative committee. If this was so, it was a 
blunder on the part of the attorney costing this town sev- 
eral thousand dollars. 

The commissioners also treated the highway debt in the 
same manner as other debts of the town. The town 
claimed that inasmuch a3 the highway money was raised 
and expended outside the village of Rutland, the grand list 
of the village of Rutland should be excluded in getting at 
a correct amount to be paid by the other towns on this 
debt. But our claim was rejected and this worked an in- 
justice to the town to the extent of nearly $600. 
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* NEW HIGHWAYS. 

V 

We have had numerous applications to lay out highways 
•and have laid our the following : 

Extension of Meadow Street through lands of Morty 
Sullivan estate and land of F. Chaffee. 6350 land damage 
awarded to Sullivan estate and paid, but street not yet 
worked. Chaffee Street, running easterly from Meadow 
Street extension to Forest Street. No land damage. 
Street not yet worked. 

Harrison Street, connecting Park Avenue and Mineral 
Street. Land damage awarded to Hiram Fitch $75 ; to 
Jos. Cummings and wife, $225 ; to Redfield Proctor and 
others, 1 cent each. Messrs Fitch, Cummings and Proctor 
were all “dissatisSed ” and brought petitions to the county 
•court for appointment of commissioners, but no hearing 
was been had. 

Gibson Avenue — this road was never laid out, but we 
have now laid it out three rods wide and have widened and 
worked the old way. Land damage awarded to R. 0. 
Hewitt, $50 ; not paid. 

Cleaveland Avenue, running north from State Street, par- 
allel and west of Baxter Street. No land damages; partly 
worked. 

Evergreen Avenue, running north from State Street, land 
ofWm. H. Dunton, and the Pierpoint estate; no land dam- 
ages ; road partly worked. 

Wood Avenue, connecting Church and Pearl Streets, form- 
erly an open way called Maiden Lane, has been laid out and 
worked as a pent road ; no land damages. 

Bellevue Avenue, running from Temple Street to Wood* 
•stock Avenue, between land of Mrs. Everts and the Porter 
estate. No land damages ; road not yet worked. 

We have built Crescent Street Extension, and Washington 
Street Extension and have finished building Robbins Street 
•during the past year. Crescent Street was laid out through 
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a park owned by L. G. Bagley and wife, but no notice or 
award oi damages, we understand, was ever made to them. 
We have settled and paid their claim for $100. 

We have also altered the Billings road ; widened Strong 
Avenue near Moon brook and put on a wider iron bridge, 
removing the old one to the Mussey brook. We have 
widened Grove street near the Tenney brook, and also 
widened Plain Street. All this work has been necessarily 
expensive, but we have endeavored to have the work thor- 
oughly done and in a lasting manner. 

OVERSEER OP THE POOR. 

Mr. James Beattie was elected overseer of the poor to suc- 
ceed Mr. O. D. Young. His compensation was fixed at $500, 
and he has lived at the town farm since it has been occupied, 
thereby saving the salary heretofore paid to the man who* 
lived on the farm. Mr. Beattie has been a faithful overseer, 
but has been handicapped, because until recently he has had. 
no place to put those paupers whom it would be better to- 
keep on the farm. Next year the expenses of the poor 
ought to be much less than this year. 

THE NEW TOWN FARM. 

As the old town farm was set to West Rutland, we had to- 
buy a farm and furnish the same anew with everything re- 
quired. After examination of several places we bought for 
$5,000 the Learned farm of about 65 acres, of which about 13 
acres are tillage and the rest pasture. The buildings were 
ordinary farm buildings and the house was much too small, 
and we were compelled to erect an addition. In doing this 
we took into consideration the growth of the town. And 
although it is somewhat larger than the needs of the town, 
now require, yet if the town grows as it has in the past, it 
will be none too large. The work has been thoroughly and 
substantially done and the house is furnished with proper 
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water and heating apparatus. We have also been obliged to 
expend large sums in furniture, bedding, stock, tools, etc.> 
as the town was totally destitute of all these articles. 

DOGS. 

The net amount received from licensing of dogs, paid to the 
town treasurer has been $424.60. We have drawn five orders 
for damages amounting to $26.50. The balance, $398.10 
has been turned into the general fund. 

Prior to the first of March, 1887, damages were done to 
sheep by dogs amounting to $199.20. If these claims were 
paid out of the dog fund, the whole amount would fall upon 
the present town of Rutland. The claims were by agree- 
ment. of the other towns treated as old indebtedness and paid 
out of the general fund. 

THE TOWN LIQUOK AGENCY. 

The present county commissioner, Dr. E. 0. Lewis, ap- 
pointed Mr. James Russell in May last as town liquor 
agent to succeed Mr. B. H. Wooley. Mr. Russell proposed 
to keep the agency in a manner satisfactory to the select- 
men in every respect and give his whole time and attention 
and engage in no other business. His salary was fixed 
upon at $600. Mr. Russell would not act for a less sum. 

The former town liquor agent, B. H. Woolley, prior to 
March 1, 1887, paid receipts for liquor sold, to Mr. W. C. 
Landon, one of the selectmen, and Mr. Landon paid the 
bills for the liquors out of the amounts paid to him by Mr. 
Woolley. Since March 1, 1887, Mr. Woolley and his suc- 
cessor Mr. Russell, have paid the moneys received for the 
sale of liquors directly to the town treasury, and the select- 
men have paid for liquors purchased for the town by town 
orders : 
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The amount paid to Mr. Landon by Mr. Woolley 

was $2,575 00 

Amount paid by Mr. Landon for liquors pur- 
chased 2,498 60 

Leaving in his hands the sum of $76 40 

Which has been paid into the treasury by Mr. 

Landon. 


Since March 1, 1887, Mr. Woolley has paid into 


treasury for liquors sold $155 45 

And during that time the town paid for liquors 

and insurance 120 78 


Mr. Russell has paid into the treasury for liq- 
uors sold prior to February 1, the sum of 1,862 00 
Since Mr. Russell became agent the selectmen 
have drawn orders for liquors purchased 
prior to February 1, 1888, amounting to 1,789 98 
And for liquors purchased since February 1 ... 114 22 

WIDENING STRONG AVENUE. 

It was voted at the last town meeting to leave to the 
Selectmen the matter of widening Strong avenne opposite 
the freight depot. The avenue at that point was laid out 
only three rods wide, but the rest is four rods wide. At the 
narrow place Dr, Goldsmith built his office, and it gave him 
a fine view over the street. The avenue ought to have been 
laid out full width all the way, and the building erected was 
an obstruction to what ought to be the street. Your Select- 
men approached Dr. Goldsmith during his life but could not 
make any terms with him to move back his office and widen 
the street short of several thousand dollars. After his death 
the property was offered for sale for two thousand dollars. 
It was our judgment, backed by nearly every person whom 
we talked with that the town ought to buy the property at 
that price and widen the street and dispose of what was not 
necessary to the best advantage. About twenty-five citizens 
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tinned an agreement with the Selectmen that if the town 
■did not want it they would take it themselves, but the town 
should have the first chance. Prompt action was necessary, 
■and we bought the property and paid $2000 and took a deed 
to Mr. Cheney in trust to convey to the town if they ratify 
the purchase, and if not to convey to those persons who 
signed the agreement with the selectmen. Good judges call 
the property cheap at the price it was bought for, and 
several offers to buy at that price were made to the execu- 
tors of Dr. Goldsmith, after they gave the refusal to the 
Selectmen and since we bought it. An article in the warn- 
ing gives the town the opportunity to ratify the purchase. 


ORDERS DRAWN. 

During the past year we have drawn 219 orders out of the 
general fund. This is more in number than usual and is 
■partly accounted for by the orders given for purchase of 
liquors for the town agency and orders to the treasurer for 
payment of interest, neither of which has heretofore been 
-done, and orders for the work on the town farm and new 
■highways, which have been drawn as the work progressed, 
■so that the men employed might receive their wages as 
■needed.

REPAIRS OF HIGHWAYS. 

We have drawn 64 orders for repairs of the highways, 
amounting to $4,815 98, and two orders to the Rutland 
Savings Bank to refund outstanding highway orders, amount- 
ing to $4768.69. 

Orders amounting to $252.65, included in said sum of 
$4,815.98 have been drawn to pay bills contracted prior 
to March 1st, 1887. 

The heavy snows and drifts during last winter and the 
present winter, have increased the expenses of repairs hun- 
dreds of dollars. The drifts during March and April, 1887, 
cost the town over $600, to make the roads even passable. 
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MEMORIAL HALL. 

Soon after the season opened in 1887, work was begun 
upon Memorial Hall under the supervision of Mr. Milo Ly- 
man. After he had been at work a few weeks he resigned 
and went to Georgia. Mr. William O. Morck was appointed 
his successor,' and under his superintendence the work has 
been vigorously pushed. The walls have been completed, 
the roof put on and turret placed in position and the build- 
ing is fast approaching completion. Heretofore the chief ex- 
pense has been for labor, but during the past year the ex- 
pense for materials, none of which except marble for the 
walls were furnished by the marble companies, has largely 
increased. Although the money provided for the building 
by tax has been exhausted, yet the work could not be 
stopped without serious loss, and therefore the work has 
been progressing, although the fund was exhausted. The 
building can be completed and dedicated by Decoration 
Day of this year, and when done it will be by far the 
finest building in the State and a fitting memorial to oru 
soldiers. As the work progressed several changes have been 
required, the expense of which, had the plans been properly 
drawn, would have been avoided. We have drawn in all 
seventy-four orders, amounting in the aggregate to the sum 
of $16,393. 


RIVER STREET BRIDGE. 

We have received plans and bids for River Street bridge, 
which have been submitted to the different railroad compa- 
nies, but they were not satisfactory to them and they refused 
to contribute their proportion of the cost. Within a few 
days, however, the railroad companies have made a proposi- 
tion and new plans acceptable to .them are being drawn, and 
it is probable that before our town meeting the matter will 
be satisfactorily arranged so that the bridge will be built 
during the coming summer. 
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CONCLUSION. 

During tbe past year many large expenses have been in- 
curred and paid, which will not be repeated. The town 
farm and furnishings are all paid for except a small balance 
to the contractor, and claims against the town are taken care 
of to date. 

During the past few weeks Mr. Cheney has been sick and 
his valued counsel greatly missed, consequently his name does 
not appear to the report.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS APPORTIONING 
ASSETS AND LIABILITIES BETWEEN THE 
TOWNS OF RUTLAND AND PROCTOR. 

The undersigned commissioners appointed by the presid- 
ing judge of the county court for the county of Rutland, for 
the purpose of apportioning the assets and liabilities between 
the towns of Rutland and Proctor in accordanec with section 
six (6) of Act number one hundred and thirty-seven of the 
session laws of 1886, approved November 18, 1886, on such 
notice to the parties as is required by said act, heard all the 
parties in interest and considered the evidence submitted. 
It was conceded that if said apportionment is made on the 
basis of the grand list of 1886 as required by said act that 
the proportion of the indebtedness should be borne in the 
following proportions, viz : The town of Rutland and West 
Rutland .9127 per cent ; the town of Proctor .0873 per cent. 
The town of Rutland claimed that the indebtedness on 
account of highways should be apportioned on a different 
. basis but the commissioners do not, either by the terms of 
said act, or by any other equitable considerations, as the 
duty to keep its highways in repair rests primarily upon the 
whole town by statute ; any other construction of the law 
would impose the burden of keeping it3 highways in repair 
unequally upon the tax-payers of different portions of the 
town, which the commissioners do not think the Legislature 
intended to do or have done by section 46 of the charter of 
the village of Rutland. 

We find the liabilities of the town of Rutland to 
be the sum of one hundred twenty-two thousand seven 
hundred and eighty dollars and sixty-two cents ($122,780.62). 
The assets were all agreed to by the respective parties except - 
. ing the Town Hall at Rutland, the Town Hall at West Rutland 
and the town farm at West Rutland. We appraise the

There are uncollected taxes amounting to the sum of 
$2,016.85, which, by agreement of the respective parties, we 
•do not include in this apportionment, but leave the same to 
•be accounted for when collected to the town of Proctor and 
West Rutland by Rutland. 

The United Slates surplus fund held by the town of Rut- 
land is $24,462.07, of which the town of Rutland should 
turn over .0873 per cent or $2,135.54 to the tow T n of Proctor 
according to said act. 

We therefore find the share of said indebtedness to be paid 
by the town of Proctor to the town of Rutland to be the sum of 
$7,431.10. The surplus fund of $2,135.54 deducted, leaves 
a net balance due from the town of Proctor to the town of 
Rutland of $5,296.56.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONERS APPORTIONING 
ASSETS AND LIABILITIES BETWEEN THE 
TOWNS OF RUTLAND AND WEST RUTLAND. 

The undersigned commissioners appointed by the presid- 
ing judge of the county court for the county of Rutland for 
the purpose of apportioning the assets and liabilities between, 
the towns of Rutland and West Rutland in accordance with 
section four (4) of act number one hundred and thirty-eight 
of the session laws of 1886, approved November 19, 1886, 
and the amendment thereto, on such notice to the parties as 
is required by said act, heard all the parties in interest and 
considered the evidence submitted. 

The grand list of 1886 belonging to the territory included 
within the present town of Rutland is conceded to be, 
$75,557/23 ; within the town of Proctor, $9,218.63 ; within 
the town of West Rutland, $20,834.96. This makes the 
proportion of Rutland .7154 per cent and the proportion of 
the town of West Rutland .1973 per cent. The town of 
Rutland claimed that the indebtedness on account of high- 
ways should be apportioned upon a different basis, but the 
commissioners do not. 

We fiud the liabilities of the town of Rutland before divis- 
ion to be the sum of one hundred and twenty-two thousand 
seven hundred and eighty dollars and sixty-two cents 
($122,780.62). The assets of the town of Rutland aside 
from the town hall at West Rutland, the town farm property 
and town hall at Rutland we find to be $4,831.90. This 
leaves the indebtedness $117,948.72; from this deduct the 
difference between the town hall at Rutland, which we 
appraise at $23,000.00, and the town farm property and town, 
hall at West Rutland appraised as follows :

Town hall, West Rutland . . 200 00 

Personal property on farm 1, 628 25

$13,171.75 
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This leaves the indebtedness at 104,776 97 

Of which West Rutland should pay .1973 per 

cent, or the sum of $20,672 60 

The uncollected taxes due to the town of Rutland amount- 
ing to the sum of $2,016.85 we do not include in this appor- 
tionment, but by agreement of the parties leave the same to 
be accounted for by the town of Rutland when collected, to 
the towns of Proctor and West Rutland. 

The United States surplus fuud held by the town of Rut- 
land is $24,462.07, of which the town of Rutland shall turn 
over to the town of West Rutland .1973 per cent or the sum 
of $4,826.37. We therefore find that the town of West Rut- 
land’s share of said indebtedness to be paid by the town of 
West Rutland to the town of Rutland is $20,672.50 ; de- 
ducting the surplus fund of $4,826.37 leaves a net balance of 
$15,846.13 due from the town of West Rutland to the town 
of Rutland.

Overseer’s Report. 


To the T zxpayers of Rutland : 

The division of the town taking effect March 1st, 188T r 
left Rutland without any poor farm. The selectmen made 
the best arrangement they could with the new town of WeBt 
Rutland to take care of those paupers on the farm who 
belonged in what was left of Rutland, until a proper place 
could be provided. Under this arrangement 19 paupers were 
kept at the West Rutland town farm until about August 1st, 
when I moved them over to the new farm. The cost of 
keeping these paupers at West Rutland was $892.89. This 
was less than what I could probably have hired them kept 
for elsewhere, but more than it would have cost on the farm. 
The new building was then in process of erection and has 
but just been completed. There was no room to receive any 
more than those I took from the old farm, and those were 
necessarily crowded together in an improper manner. The 
new building is larger perhaps than the present needs x-equire, 
but not larger than will probably soon be necessary. I think 
that outside help should be done away with as much as pos- 
sible. I think a great many who have received large sums 
each year in outside help could be kept better, and cheaper 
at the town farm. The new building is finished in a plain 
manner and clean, airy and comfortable. It is accessible 
to the village and very pleasantly located. I should have 
taken to the farm a good many whom I have helped during 
the year, had it been in readiness,' and I think a large amount 
would have been saved to the town and the poor people bet- 
ter cared for. 
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There are two classes of poor persons who apply for help 
—the shiftless poor, and the unfortunate and sick poor. 
The former are always on hand, and stand by and will work 
harder to get an order from the overseer than would be re- 
quired to earn their own living. The unfortunate and sick 
frequently suffer because their condition is unknown to the 
overseer and they are not always so importunate as to make 
it known. I could relate instance after instance of fraud and 
deception, sometimes practiced for years upon the town ; 
and again, cases are continually coming up where the parties 
are suffering and have not been helped. One great source 
of poverty is the abandonment of the family by the drunken 
husband. The husband won’t provide, won’t work, and his 
family must be helped by the town or suffer. 

Since the poor house has been so that I could receive them, 

I have offered to take several poor people there, but in some 
•cases I have been indignantly refused, and complaints have 
■been made and published of my cruelty, because 1 have re- 
fused to furnish outside help. In some instances they have 
got mad at me and left town. I have endeavored to do my 
duty honestly and faithfully. I may have made mistakes, 
but I acted at the time as it seemed best for all concerned. 

Rutland is a central place and people who are chargeable 
to other towns are continually applying for help. Soon after 
my election, I found a man and his wife by the name of 
Poro, who belonged in Pittsford, but upon whom had been,, 
■expended during the previous year, nearly $£00. I notified 
the overseer of Pittsford and he soon took them away and 
thus saved this town a large future expense. 

Since the act dividing the town was passed, but before 
March 1st, there was a pauper family which came from Proc- 
tor to Rutland, whom I have helped to a considerable amount. 
The woman’s husband was killed in some accident in a 
quarry, and as she could not pay her rent she was ordered to 
vacate the house, and soon after she turned up in Rutland. 
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Whether or not the new town of Proctor can be made to 
support her I cannot tell. 

The total amount of orders from February 1st, 1887, to 
February 1st, 1888, drawn by the selectmen on account oF 
overseer of the poor has been $8,312.75. Of this amount, 
$1,632.09 were for bills contracted by the former overseer,, 
and a large portion of which belongs to the old town before- 
division to pay. This leaves $6,680.66 as the total amqpnt 
expended by me since I came into office. I think the poor 
department can be run next year for a much smaller sum. I 
have had to buy everything in the way of farm produce, be- 
cause in the division all the farm produce was taken by West 
Rutland, and I have had no chance to raise anything on the- 
new farm. Next year a large amount of farm produce will 
be raised on the farm, and the expenses be so much reduced. 

Among the orders drawn each month are quite large 
amounts to myself. These, however, have been drawn to me 
to pay my monthly salary and also all current bills where the- 
amount was less than $15 to any one person. This has been 
done to avoid drawing a large number of small orders. Pat- 
rick Murphy, who went to the Soldier’s Home in Benning- 
ton, became dissatisfied and came back to Rutland to the 
poor house and has been paying his board to me out of the 
pension he receives. 

I have received and paid into the town treasury the fol- 
lowing sums : From Patrick Murphy, for board, five months- 
to February 1st, 1888, $40 ; for rent of Stafford place to 
February 1st, 1888, $21.48 ; for keeping peddler, 75 cents ; 
total, $62.23. 

There is also due from O. D. Young, guardian of Affa 
Hulett, for board to March 1st, 1888, $75.

Town Agent’s Report. 


The suit of Rutland vs. Pierpoint, pending at date of last 
town report, was left in charge of my predecessor. Judge 
Lawrence, and has been heard by the Supreme Court but no 
decision rendered. 

The new litigation of the past year bas been in charge of 
Edward Dana, Esq., and has been as follows : 

A. T. Woodward vs. Rutland. 

This is a suit brought to recover $2,000 for loss of fees on 
highway taxes paid directly to the town treasurer. 

The County Court at the September term, 1887, sustained 
a demurrer filed by the town, but gave the usual permission 
to file a new declaration. This, however, has not yet been 
•done. 

: Medfield Proctor et al, and Joseph Cummings and wife, vs. 

Rutland. 

^ These are two petitions to the County Court by land own- 
r -era who were dissatisfied with the laying out and award of 
\ land damages on Harrison Street. Commissioners were 
F appointed at the September term, but no hearing has yet 
! been had. 

A. A. Oreeno et al vs. Rutland and Pitts ford. 

This is a petition to the County Court to lay a road, either 
: commencing in the old County road in Pittsford aud running 
around Cheney Hill and back into the main road in Rutland, 

■ or else across the swamp, coming out on the west road 
above H. E. Colburn’s house. Cyrus Jennings, Wm. W. 
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Walker, and George M. Fuller were appointed commission- 
ers, and extended hearings have been had. A report has 
just been filed which lays the road across the swamp. The 
report further orders the town to raise the Baxter, or 76 
bridge, so-called, ten feet, and to grade the approaches on 
both sides of the bridge — on the south for a distance of 
twenty-five rods and on the north twenty-two rods. The 
expense of this work the commisioners estimate at the sum 
of twenty-five hundred dollars. 

The commissioners also find that, ‘‘some of the petitioners 
for said highway, to wit : H. E. Colburn and Benjamin R. 
Greeno of Rutland will be especially benefited by said road/' 
and order as a condition precedent to the laying out of the 
said highway, the payment of the sum of one hundred dollars 
to the town of Rutland by each of these petitioners. 
Rutland vs. L. F. Goodrich . 

This was a justice suit brought to recover several year’B rent 
of a school lot. Judgment was recovered and execution issued 
and has been partly paid, and another execution for balance 
is now in the sheriffs hands. 

Another justice suit was brought by the town against 
Danby, to recover costs for removing two Danby paupers 
from Rutland to Danby, several years ago. Judgment was 
rendered in favor of Rutland and execution has been issued.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS 

— OP THE — * 

TOWN SYSTEM OF SCHOOLS. 

To The Citizens and Taxpayers of Rutland. 

The attendance upon the schools under our supervision 
for the past year has decreased slightly. 

This fact is undoubtedly attributable to the fear of diphth- 
eria, which has been more or less prevalent in certain local- 
ities of the town. 

Possibly the hostility to the town system of schools, and 
the consequent changes in the matter of school taxes has 
affected it. 

Your board is unable to give as complete statistics in regard 
to the schools under its direction as it would wish, owing to 
the fact that the school registers cannot legally be filled out 
until the middle of the next month. Upon a careful estima- 
tion, there are not far from 600 people of the school age — 
from 5 to 20 years— in the territory covered by our school 
system, about forty of that number being in the parochial 
schools. Among this number there were eight deaths dur- 
ing the year 1887. One each from consumption, meningitis, 
blood poisioning, diphtheria, malarial fever, fits, plurisy and 
child birth. 

The average enrollment for the three terms was 360. 

It was the intention of your board to have 36 weeks of 
school during the year. 

Owing to the dread of diphtheria, some of our schools will 
be unable to complete that number of weeks. 
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The schools on the outskirts of the village were closed 
from one to three weeks for this cause.

The teachers generally have done satisfactorily in the in- 
struction of their charges. 

In some instances, their wages, which are six, seven, and 
ten dollars per week, have been raised, and in others lowered 
from the rates paid the previous year. 

The board respectfully recommends the adoption of the 
plan of hiring competent teachers by the year, believing that 
changing teachers at the end of each term, interferes, in most 
cases seriously, with the advancement of the school. 

The schools at Center Kutland are now in such a condition 
that grading them would be easy and praticable. 

This move would prove highly beneficial, and will prob- 
ably be made during the next year. A preceptress should 
then have general supervision of the four schools, the office 
being vested in one of the teachers. 
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The lack of school accommodations at Center Rutland and 
North street was very apparent to your board soon after its 
accession to office. 

The last town report showed an enrollment of 159 scholars 
at the former schools and 67 at the latter. 

The first named number were under the charge of three 
teachers and the last under one. With these facts before 
the board and the likelihood of a large increase of pupils, 
and that soou, in these growing localities, there seemed to be 
an imperative demand for greater school facilities. 

In accordance with this opinion, the board fitted up a 
vacant room in the school building at Center Rutland, at a 
cost of $90. A new school room was also made on North 
street, directly over the old one, at a cost, with the necessary 
furniture, of $990. That seemed to be the most practical 
and desirable plan, although it necessitated the somewhat 
expensive raising of the old roof. Slate black-boards were 
put into both of these new rooms, they being deemed 
economical, although their first cost is much higher than 
that of the old style wooden kind. 

From the nature of the repairs it was found necessary to 
paint the school building on North street. 

A very convenient coal and woodshed was built as a nec- 
essary adjunct thereto, at a cost of $100. 

It may not be profitless to mention some of the needs of 
our school buildings inside and out — needs which could not 
be supplied this year owing to the lack of funds. 

With the exception of the buildings at Center Rutland and 
North street, every one of the ten needs outside painting for 
their proper preservation. 

Not one of these buildings is adequately ventilated. 

There is in general a lamentable want of school appliances 
inside them, such as suitable maps, globes, dictionaries and 
the like. 

The board has succeeded in arranging its affairs so as to 
have so far finished the business of the year, that a very close 
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estimate can be made of the money necessary to be expended 
between the time ot submitting this report to the printer, 
and the close of the school year, March 31st. 

A careful estimate places that amount at $1,600, of which 
amount $1,484 will be expended in the wages of teachers for 
the present term of school.
